Tursx Hymns being compoſed to be ſung 
after the Author had been preaching on the 
texts Pt efixed to them, it was his deſign, 
Lat they ſhould bring over again the lead- 
ing thoughts in the ſermon, and naturally 
expreſs nnd warmly enforce thoſe deyout 
ſontiments, which he hoped were then ri- 
fing in the minds of his hearers, and help to 
fix them on the memory and heart: accord- 
ingly the attentive reader will obſerve, that 
moſt of them illuſtrate ſuch ſentiments, as a 
Tkilful Pee would principally inſiſt up- 
on, when diſcourſing from the texts on 
wich they are founded.

ſuch accommodations -. He experienced 
this to be a very acceptable and uſeful me- 
thod of preaching on the Old Te/tament, and 
accordingly recommended it to his Pupils, 
as what would afford them an opportunity 
of explaining the deſign of the prophecies, 
diſplaying the wiſdom, faithfulneſs and grace 
of Gop, and ſuggeſting many ſtriking and 
important inſtructions: this method would 
. at the ſame time occaſion an agreeable va- 
| riety in their diſcourſes, prevent their confi- 
ning themſelves to general or common- 
place ſubjeds, or (in order to avoid a frequent 
repetition of well known arguments) running 
into dry and abſtruſe ſpeculations, which the 
capacities of the generality of their hearers 
could not comprehend, nor their hearts re- 
liſh and feel: a faſhion in preaching, too 
[| prevalent, and, conſidering its apparent un- 
5 profitableneſs, much to be lamented. -

Tuos young miniſters, who are deſirous 
of entering into the ſpirit and copiouſneſs of 
ſcripture, may find this work greatly uſeful 
to them, by directing them to many very 
ſuitable texts, and to ſome natural thoughts, 
and uſeful reffections, to be inſiſted upon in 
diſcourſing from them. 


Tar are ſeveral Hymns in this collection 
ſuited to ſpecial and extraordinary occa- 
ſions, for which there was not before a ſuffi- 
cient proviſion; ſuch as, for opening a new 


place of worſhip, the vacancy and ſettlement 


of churches, the ordination of miniſters, their 
removal from our world, &c. eſpecially for 
days of faſting and humiliation on account 
of actual or apprehended calamities; the 
want of which during the late rebellion and 
war was much regretted by many i 
and private chriſtians. 


In theſe compoſures I hope few low or tri- 
vial expreſſions will be found: nothing ap- 
pears unſuitable to the gravity and dignity 
of a worſhipping aſſembly: nothing likely 
to darken or damp the devotion of the hum 
ble chriſtian, or excite paſſions merely ſen- 
ſual. There is nothing that ſavours of a 
party-ſpirit, or carries an appearance of de- 
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' figning to confine their uſe to any of the 
ſects into which chriſtians are unhappily di- 
vided. The materials are divine, and the 
Author's ſoul was never more enlarged, than 
when he was promoting a ſpirit of piety and 
candour in their juſt connection. 


I cnosE to place theſe Hymns in the or- 
der in which the ſeveral texts he in the bible, 
as that prevents the neceſſity of another in- 
dex, and there appeared no particular rea- 


don for diſpoſing them in any different or- 


der. In a few places where words occur 
not ſufficiently intelligible to common rea- 
ders, I have added ſome more plain and fa- 
miliar ones in the margin, that they may be 


read and ſung with underſtanding; prefer-
